SOME DEMOGRAPHIC ASPECTS graphic literature generally, the 
OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT interrelations of cultural factors, 
population increase, and economic 

development have been traced primarily for densely settled areas where 
problems of numbers were or were likely to become serious. Our se- 
ries has included Java,the Philippine Islands, Taiwan, Korea, Indo-China, 
and Ceylon. There were broad similarities in all these Asian areas. 
Pre-modern settlement was relatively dense for the existing social struc- 
tures andtechnical levels, and economic development of a colonial type 
stimulated a populationincrease that continued throughout the period of 
record. Levels of fertility were high initially and changes were slight. 
Some limitation of mortality appeared inherent in the establishment of 
colonial rule. Declines in death rates continued if they did not quicken 
with the increasing tempo of economic development and the increasing 
adequacy and availability of medical and health services. Migration was 
an integral aspect of economic development but it served as demographic 
palliative rather than solution. Population increase’was a major hazard 
to continued economic development, evento the achievement of those in- 
creasing levels of living and advancing educational standards that ap- 
pear elsewhere to have been associated closely with declining fertility. 





The publications of the census of 1946 for the British possessions 
in the Caribbean extendthe area of comparative analysis to a world far 
removed from the Southwest Pacific and the Far East. Most of the pop- 
ulation researchin this area, as in Asia, pertains to the areas of dense 
settlement. Hence it may be appropriate to explore the demographic as- 
pects of an intruded economy that survived over the centuries with re- 
current complaints of labor shortage and declining population. The a- 
rea selected is British Guiana. 


British Guiana lies between the fifth and the ninth parallels north, 
a location roughly comparable to that of Nigeria in Africa or southern 
Burma in Asia. Its coastal frontier extends 250 miles, from approx- 
imately fifty miles east ofthe Orinoco River in the west to the Couran- 
tyne River in the east. The depth of the country from north to south 
ranges from 300 to 500 miles. The total area of 89 thousand square 
miles is nearly equal to that of Great Britain; it is almost ten times 
that of all the British West Indian Islands combined. The total popula- 
tion of 376 thousand is less than that of Trinidad, which is one-fortieth 
as large. Density in 1946 was a little over 4 per square mile in con- 
trast to 1,200 in Barbados and almost 300 in Jamaica and Trinidad. 


The maintenance of British Guiana as a relatively empty land 
abutting the Caribbean has been due to no absence of concern about the 
population situation. There has been plan after plan for assisted mi- 
gration. In the nineteenth and early twentieth centuries the instigators 
of the projects were employersin the area itself or the colonial govern- 
ment. The economic difficulties after World War I lessened the inter - 
nal demand for labor, but at about this time external events ied to the 
consideration of British Guiana as an area for the settlement of refu- 
gees. The League of Nations investigated it for Assyrians, and the U- 
nited Kingdom and the United States surveyed it as an area in which 
there might be mass colonization of European refugees from Fascism. 








World War II barred implementation of the recommendations of the Brit- 
ish Guiana Refugee Commission for trial settlements. After the war 
migration was again a major problem, butthe primary concern was the 
population regarded as surplus in the Caribbean. In 1948 the British 
Guiana and British Honduras Settlement Commission reported on the 
problems of and possibilities for Caribbean population redistribution. 
There have been reports on problems other than migration. The de- 
velopment ofthe interior has been a continuing theme. Commission af- 
ter commission has diagnosed the ills of the economy. Plans tend to 
remain plans, though, and British Guiana remains underdeveloped. 


The failure of extended economic development is related to the 
difficulties of topography, the deficiencies in soils, and a general over- 
abundance of water. Thereisafertile coastal belt ranging in depth from 
10 to 30 miles or more, much of it below high water level. The area 
back of the coastal ribbontends tobe swampy and soils are often sterile. 
Rising plateaus and mountains cover most of the colony; over four-fifths 
of the total area is in dense tropical forest. There is some savannah 
and there are stream valleys, but the areas most suitable for habitation 
lie in the remote interior. There are four great rivers and numerous 
tributaries and lesser streams, but falls and rapids prevent navigation 
from the coast to the interior. 


The Formation of the Population 


The population history of British Guiana is ironic indeed when 
itis remembered that thisis the Eldorado that enticed Sir Francis Drake 
to explore the land of waters. Although the earliest plantations were es- 
tablished up the rivers, advantages of soil and transportation soon led 
to the almost exclusive cultivation of the coastal belt. The sea was ward- 
ed off by walls, and dikes atthe rear of the plantations restrained drain- 
age from the swamps. Natural drainage at low tide or pumps removed 
excess water, while rivers or reservoirs in the swamps permitted ir- 
rigation. Ditches along the empoldered fields provided transportation. 
Sugar estates were established in this microcosm reminiscent of the 
Netnuerlands. 


The Indians were a passive aspect of the new developments. Num- 
bers declined as slave raids and introduced diseases reinforced the heavy 
mortality that already characterized the region. The labor force of the 
plantation was the African slave. There were some 2,500 Africans in the 
areain1665. A French report of 1782 indicated almost 35 thousand Ne- 
groes. When the British abolished slavery in 1838 they paid compen- 
sation for 84,915 slaves. Few areas in Africa itself can have been more 
completely African in population than the British Guiana of the early 
nineteenth century. 


The African asfree man was not regarded as suitable labor for 
the plantation, nor indeed did he wishto continue in such labor. Negroes 
moved into villages on abandoned plantations and clearings, and here they 
engaged in agricultural activities largely subsistence in character. There 
were attempts to replace the freed Negroes of Guiana itself with free 
Negroes from West Africa orfreed Negroes from the United States. Nei- 
ther attempt succeeded. The Portuguese of Madeira and the Azores were 
regarded hopefully, for it was believed that, once imported, they would 
move from laborers to freehold peasants and so form the nucleus of a 
permanent European population. About 31 thousand entered the colony 
between 1835 and 1882 but they left agriculture as soon as possible, ei- 








ther to return home or to enter trade in the towns. Over 14 thousand 
Chinese were introduced between 1853 and 1879. The importation of Jav- 
anese laborers was discussed. Experiments in the use of indentured la- 
bor from India began in 1838. The East Indians proved quite satisfac- 
tory; they were reported to be docile and hardworking, although not so 
strong as the Negroes. The successive decennial censuses from 1841 
through 1881 reported the following numbers of persons as born in India: 
343; 7,682; 22,081; 42,681; 65,161. By 1891 East Indians were 37 per 
cent of the total population of the colony. 


The year 191lis a convenient date from which to survey the re- 
sult of three centuries of colonial development. The total population num- 
bered over 300 thousand. It was concentrated on the coastal belt; the 
remainder of the country was "vast and unexplored hinterland" (Census, 
1911, p. viii). The successive migrations had left an ethnic mosaic; on 
the average, each 100 persons included 43 East Indians, 39 ''Blacks and 
Africans," 10 "mixed races,'' one European other than a Portuguese, 
three Portuguese, two American Indians, and one Chinese. Deaths still 
out-numbered births so that numbers were maintained or increased only 
by the continuing infusion of new people. 


The demographic future of British Guiana looked dark indeed in 
the early 'twenties. Indian indenture had ended in 1917. The importa- 
tion of Indians as free labor wasthe subject of prolonged discussions be- 
tween the governments concerned but no arrangements could be agreed 
upon that would lead to actual movements. Deaths had again exceeded 
birthsin the decade from 1911 to 1920. Rural and urban occupations a- 
like meant premature death for the people who engaged in them, what- 
ever the racial origins or the cultural backgrounds. In a world of awak- 
ening humanitarianism and nationalism, an expendable labor force was 
not procurable. 


This ominous assessment of the future of British Guiana proved 
as unbalanced as did later assessments of its roseate future as a haven 
for refugees and surplus peoples. Although sugar remained the major 
exportcrop, there was diversification of production and employment op- 
portunities. The East Indians extended the areas of rice production, of- 
ten combining these activities with labor on the sugar estates. The baux- 
ite industry, gold and diamond mining, the timber industry, and the pro- 
duction of balata provided jobs directly and increased subsidiary em- 
ployment. Artesian wells, improved sanitation, vaccinations, and the 
availability of quinine lessened the great epidemics and the recurrent 
hazards of malaria. The land of depopulation had been transformed into 
an area of increase prior to the changes in biological balance that ac- 
companied the territory-wide use of DDT in 1947. The average annual 
rate of natural increase was slightly above one-half of one per cent in 
1921-30, one per cent in 1931-40, and 1.5 per cent in 1941-45. Thus, 
demographically viewed, the census of 1946 gives a terminus from which 
a tragic past canbe assessed, and a base from which the present can be 
evaluated and the future projected. 


The Population of 1946 


The British Guiana of 1946 was a lightly settled land; 376 thou- 
sand people and 89 thousand square miles yield the 4.2 persons per 
square mile mentioned earlier. Ruraland urban populations alike were 
concentrated in the coastal ribbon. Georgetown and Environs included 
94 thousand people, New Amsterdam 10 thousand. These 104 thousand 








urban people were 28 per cent of the total population. The rural people, 
272 thousand in all, had an over-all density of 3 per square mile. If rural 
people are related to cultivated land, the density becomes 820 per square 
mile. Outside the sugar estates, the median size of holding was less 
than 2.5 acres. The median holding for those who reported agriculture 
as major industry was 3.7 acres; for rice farmers it was 4.8; for ground 
provisions, mainly vegetables, it was 2.1. Settlement patterns and land 
utilization techniques in the cultivated areas were comparable to those 
of the Asian lands from which the majority of the agriculturalists had 
come. Dense concentrations of the poor also characterized the urban 
dwellers; in Georgetown almost half the population livedin rooms or bar- 
racks. In 52 per cent of these dwellings there were more than two per- 
sons per bedroom; in 21 per cent there were more than four. 


The peculiarities of this population as a composite of plantation 
laborers, peasants, andurban dwellers are apparent inthe characteris- 
tics of the people in 1946. Superficially viewed, the movement away from 
the agrarian culture was far advanced. Some 43 per cent of gainfully: 
occupied males were in agriculture, while 16 per cent were in manufac- 
turing, 7 per cent in construction, 8 per cent in trade and finance, and 
11 per cent in the services. Inspection of the sub-categories of the in- 
dustrial classification indicates the continuation of the pre-industrial 
economy. Sugar mills, textiles, apparel, and similar activities account- 
ed for the major portion of the manufacturing; trade and finance were 
predominantly retail trade; service was largely public employment. The 
newer developmental industries, mining, and forestry provided employ- 
ment for only a small portion of the gainfully occupied males. The most 
common status in virtually all industries, including agriculture, was that 
of wage labor. Only in rice was the traditional labor pattern of the East 
approached; here 70 per cent of the gainfully occupied males were own 
account workers, while 53 per cent of the gainfully occupied women were 
unpaid helpers. Less than 30 per cent of the women aged 10 and above 
were gainfully occupied; the percentage was 32 per cent among the single, 
25 percent among the married, and 38 per cent among the widowed. At 
all ages and for all marital status categories, the majority of gainfully 
occupied women were wage laborers. 


The heritage of the peopling was apparent in ethnic diversity. 
No group had achieved a majority of the total population. Forty-four 
per cent were East Indian, 38 per cent African, 10 per cent ''mixed."” 
The small number of Europeans remained the social and economic elite. 
The Africans approached a middle class; they were more urban, more 
literate, and more diversified occupationally than the East Indians. They 
largely manned the public services and they contributed to the plantations; 
they also provided the seasonal labor in forest and mine. The East In- 
dians were disproportionately rural, relatively illiterate, and economi- 
cally disadvantaged. They provided most of the laborers inthe cane fields 
and they were predominant in rice production. 


Relatively low rates of illiteracy substantiate the evidence from 
the industrial statistics as tothe transitional characteristics of the Gui- 
ana population. In 1946, 16 per cent of the males and 26 per cent of the 
females aged 10 and above were illiterate. Literacy was still positively 
correlated with urban residence and social-economic status, but the pop- 
ulation was moving toward universal literacy. The Africans and the mixed 
were favored groups; illiterates aged 10 to 14 numbered one to three in 
each hundred children in this age group. At ages 65 and above the per 
cent illiterate was six for the mixed group, nine for African males and 
13 for African females. The illiterates among the East Indians aged 65

and above approached or exceeded 90 percent; at ages 10 to 14 one-tenth 
of the boys and one-fifth of the girls were illiterate. 


The marital status of the womenis the social characteristic per- 
haps most closely related to reproduction and hence central in demo- 
graphic analysis. In the stable cultures of the West and the Far East 
the proportion of women who remain single at the successive ages is a 
sensitive barometer of the changing role of women andthe altering values 
that surround human reproduction, if not the rate of reproduction itself. 
This is true within cultures, but cross-cultural analysis is hazardous. 
In British Guiana the data are intriguing indeed (Table 1). The marital 
status of the women inthe various regions indicates that the age at mar- 
riage was later andconformity to the mores in recording permanent un- 
ions was more prevalent in the urban than in the rural areas. If these 
tabulations alone were available, interpretations would be simple, for 
there are established explanations of the relations between urbanization, 
advancing age at marriage, and the proportions married. However, the 
marital status of the women of Georgetown and Environs is that of their 
predominant ethnic group, the Africans, whereas the marital status of 
the women of Berbice County is that oftheir predominant ethnic group, 
the East Indians. The family structure of the Africans in Guiana does not 
yet approach the conventional one of the Western cultures to which they 
were adjusting even prior to the abolition of slavery. Common-law unions 
are numerous and considerable proportions of the women never form 
recorded marriages or relationships of a sufficient degree of stability 
and social acceptability to justify their designation as common-law mar- 
riages. The East Indians are a heavily married group. The majority 
of the marriages are formed according to the rites of their historic faiths, 
whether Hindu or Moslem. However, by 1946 the institution of child mar- 
riage was notably lacking, although the group was largely Hindu. Mar- 
riage was negligible at ages 10 to 14. Forty-five per cent of the girls 
aged 15 to 19 and 9 per cent of those 20 to 24 were single. 


Fertility 


British Guiana is a part of the great Caribbean experiment in 
the persistence or the mutability of family patterns and reproductive 
mores. Africans were brought here as slaves, their family relation- 
ships ignored andtheir cultures shattered. The ancient rites that sanc- 
tioned marriage and the relations of the sexes might survive as mem- 
ories but the slave populations were predominantly male and marriage 
was forbidden. Over the centuries the cultural heritage of West Africa 
became an undertone in a way of living that was increasingly European 
in its outward manifestations. The East Indians, on the other hand, re- 
tained much ofthe outward form of their ancient ways of living, includ- 
ing their religious adherence to Hindu or Moslem faith and the forma- 
tion of families by the rites of those faiths. Both African and East In- 
dian were brought into a culture that stressed the education of youth in 
a Western language and in Western forms. Occupational mobility and 
urban residence were more prevalent among the Africans with their par- 
tially integrated European culture. The East Indians remained under 
conditions more conducive to the preservation of their Asian cultures. 


The East Indian women of 1946 had retained much of the high fer- 
tility patterns characteristic of their cultures (Table 2). The fertility 
of African women was below that of their Indian co-residents, particular- 
ly in the younger ages. Analysis of the number of children born to the 
women at the successive quinquennial ages above 40 to 44 for the two

groups reveals quite consistent differences. Larger proportions of the 
African women had never borne a child or had borne only one; smaller 
proportions had borne 7 to 10 or more. 


The problem of the relationship between fertility and the social- 
economic status or rural-urban distribution of the two groups cannot be 
attacked on the basis of the published tabulations. It is possible, how- 
ever, to make a tentative approach to two critical questions. One is the 
factor or factors responsible for the differences in the fertility of Afri- 
cans and East Indians. The other is the time changes in fertility that 
must have existed to produce the observed variations in numbers of chil- 
dren bornto women of specified ages. Since these two questions are re- 
lated analytically, the emphasis will be on the fertility of the separate 
ethnic groups rather than on comparisons between the two. 


The reproductive experience of the East Indian women alive in 
1946 covers a period of some sixty years. Thereisno evidence of changes 
in fertility over this span other than those associated with changes in 
the age at the birth of the first child and in the rate of widowhood. Since 
child marriages and the taboo on widow remarriage are characteristic 
of Hindu culture, this apparent role of changing age at marriage and 
changing rates of widowhood in the fertility of the predominantly Hindu 
population of British Guiana is significant not alone as a factor in fer- 
tility change but also as a measurable residue of cultural transformation. 


The marital experience andthe reproductive history of the East 
Indian girls aged 15 to 19 in 1946 attest the breadth of the gap between 
Hindu traditions and social reality. Forty-five per cent of these girls 
were single. That this prevalent postponement of marriage was not an 
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artifact of the census enumerations is indicated by the fact that only two 
in each 100 single girls reported having borne a child. Four per centof 
the total number of girls aged 15 to 19 had borne a child at age 10 to 14. 
The experience of the girls aged 20 to 24 in 1946 portrays in most strik- 
ing form both the limitations to the traditional early childbearing and the 
magnitude of the childbearing that still occurred at early ages. Six of 
each 100 girls had borne a child at age 10 to 14; almost 60 had borne a 
child before reaching age 20. 


The age at birth of the first child was higher and the total fer- 
tility lower among the older women. There arethree possible interpre- 
tations of these facts. The first is that they are artifacts of the faulty 
memories of older women. The secondis a selective mortality that left 
disproportionate numbers of the less fertile among the survivors, this 
selective factor becoming less powerful asthe general level of mortality 
declined. The third is that the experience of the surviving women ap- 
proximately represents that of their total generations. The general con- 
sistency of levels and changes from age to age would argue against the 
first interpretation. The continuation of the advance in age at birth of 
first child and the decline in total fertility among women aged 55 and 
above would argue against the second interpretation, for there is no evi- 
dence of declining mortality andhencea possible lessening of the selec- 
tivity of mortality prior to the second decade of the twentieth century. 
The existence of a time trend thus becomes plausible, although the op- 
eration of the alternative factors of faulty reporting and selective mor- 
tality were doubtless involved. 


The possible existence of a secular trend toward slowly increas- 
ing fertility from the 'eighties of the last century to the 'twenties of the 
present century merits detailed exploration. The percentage ofthe wom- 
en alive in 1946 who reported a first birth at age 10 to 14 was four for 
women aged 15 to 19, six or seven for women 20 to 39, four or five for 
women 40 to 59, andthree for women aged 60 and above. The percentage 
of women who reported afirst birth prior to age 20 varied little among 
the age groups of women below 35 to 39 but thereafter it declined. Wom- 
en who bore a first child at age 20 to 24 were less frequent among the 
younger women, more frequent among the older women. A higher age 
at the beginning of childbearing among the older women would be rea- 
sonable inthe light of the migrant experience of large portions of them. 
If migration and resettlement had been accompanied by family disorgani- 
zation and the postponement of marriage, as these data suggest, then 
childlessness and lesser numbers of children born alive should also be- 
come more prevalent as age in 1946 advances. 


Childbearing had been distributed widely and it had begun at early 
ages for the aging and the aged East Indian women enumerated in British 
Guiana in 1946. Less thanten per cent had never borne a child. Of those 
who had children, one-fourth had borne achild before age 17, almost one- 
half before age 19, and over three-fourths before age 22. Within these 
groups of older women, however, the proportion of the childless in- 
creased irregularly withage from 8 or 9 per cent in the forties to 10 or 
12 per cent in the sixties and above. And, as indicated earlier, the av- 
erage age at the birth of the first child increased gradually with advanc- 
ing age. 


The distribution of women at various ages by the numbers of chil- 
drenthey had borne corroborates the evidence onchildlessness and age 
at first birth that these East Indian women were very prolific, and that 
the major direction of that amount of change which had occurred was up- 
ward. Almost two-fifths of the women aged 30 to 34 had borne three or 








four children; 15 per cent had borne five or more. One-fourth of the 
women aged 45 to 49 had borne five to seven children, one-fifth had borne 
seven to ten, and almost one-tenth had borne eleven or more. At ages 
above 50, however, there was a gradual decrease in the proportion of 
women who had borne seven or more children, a gradual and more ir- 
regular increase in the proportion who bore no children or had borne 
three or four. The lower number of children ever born as age advanced 
was aproduct of a slightly higher childlessness,a slightly higher age at 
birth of a first child, and a somewhat lesser frequency of very large 
families. The latter may be related to the higher levels of mortality 
that existed whenthe older women were passing through the childbear- 
ing period. The accumulation of widows as age advanced in the popula- 
tion of 1946 indicates the persistence of the Hindu taboos against widow 
remarriage. Bothahigher proportion of widowhood and alower average 
age at widowhood during the childbearing period in the past would de- 
crease the number of children ever born among the surviving aged wom- 
en. However, the decline was not large in absolute or proportionate 
terms. The highest average number of children ever born was 5.4 for 
women 45 to 49; the lowest was 4.6 for women 65 to 74. The difference, 
here discussed as a decline over time, amounts to about 15 per cent. 


The conclusion from the 1946 data on age at birth of first child 
and number of children ever born indicates a high and relatively stable 
fertility. This conclusionis in sharp contradiction to that derived from 
analysis of recorded vital statistics. Those statistics indicate annual 
birth rates that fluctuate severely, sometimes in close relationship with 
the prevalence of malaria epidemics, sometimes not. The trend of the 
crude birth rate for East Indians was upward—from 33.6 in 1920-25 to 
40.6 in 1941-45. The irregularities were such as to result in accentu- 
ating the rise in births in the years adjacent to censuses. Those rates 
rosefrom 27.8 in 1910-12 to 33.0 in 1920-22, 39.0 in 1930-31, and 44.5 
in 1940-42. Ifthe age distributions of the censuses are accepted as ac- 
curate and birth registration assumed to be complete, gross reproduc- 
tion rates were 1.8in1910-12, 2.1 in 1920-22, and 2.7 in 1930-31 (G. W. 
Roberts, p. 207). Estimated total fertility was 3.4 in 1890-92, 3.7 in 
1910-12, 4.4 in 1920-22, 5.5 in 1930-32, and 6.2 in 1945-47 (West Indian 
Census, 1946. Part A, p. 34). 


It is obvious that the retrospective reports of the aged and pri- 
marily illiterate women who survived to 1946 are suspect. The survivors 
may not be typical of the much larger number who had once lived. How- 
ever, there is considerable empirical evidence to substantiate the the- 
oretical probability that total counts, age enumerations, and vital reports 
were grossly deficient inthe late nineteenth century, that both enumera- 
tions and reporting have improved over time, and that completeness and 
accuracy had not been achieved by 1946. Registered births to East In- 
dians in the year preceding the census of 1911 were more than half again 
as numerous as children aged 0 enumerated in that census. Since this 
was aheavily migrant population and childhood mortality was very high, 
children aged 5to 9 should have beenfar less numerous than those 0 to 
4. But evenifthe migration factor is ignored and recorded mortality is 
accepted, children aged 0 to 4 would have had to be about 60 per cent 
more numerous thanthey were to replace the children aged 5 to 9. Any 
agreement between total births of the decade and children aged 0 to 9 in 
1911 would seem coincidental. As late as 1946 age reporting reflected 
strong irregularities; women preferred ages 16,18, and 20 as years of 
first birth rather than adjacent odd numbers. Enumeration of children 
is particularly suspect, whether sex ratios, the ratios of successive ages, 
or concentrations in the three and four year-old group are considered. 
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Attempts to estimate the relative magnitude of the errors in re- 
ports on numbers of children ever born as compared to those in historic 
statistics on recorded births and census age structures may appear haz- 
ardous. Certainly it would be presumptuous to estimate true fertility 
over the last half century. However, the most reasonable inference from 
the totality of the datais that the fertility of East Indian women has been 
and remains high. There may have been some increase in total fertility 
from the late nineteenth century to the second decade of the twentieth 
century but it did not result in a net increase of more than 15 per cent 
innumber of children ever born. The increases in fertility, in so far as 
they occurred, pertain to a remote period. The declines in fertility, in 
sofar asthey are occurring, are at the very young periphery of the re- 
productive period. The outstanding characteristic of fertility in life's 
central years has been and remains stability. 


The persistent high fertility of the East Indiansis consistent with 
what is known of the interrelations of culture, ways of living, and repro- 
duction in the great cultures of the Orient. The more intriguing expe- 
rience in Guiana is the apparently lower fertility of the African group. If 
Africans are contrasted with East Indians, the proportions of those who 
have never borne achild are larger, the average age at birth of the first 
child is higher, and the number of children ever born is less. One-fifth 
of the African women past reproductive age had never borne a child. Al- 
most half of those aged 45 to 49 had borne fewer than three children. 


The lower fertility of the African as contrasted with the East In- 
dianin1946 appears tohave been produced primarily by a decline inthe 
fertility of the African. At the time of the census of 1911 crude birth 
rates, female birth rates, and ratios of children to women in the repro- 
ductive ages were quite comparable for the two groups. In 1946, the av- 
erage number of children ever bornto women above 65 or 75 years of age 
was slightly less for Africans than for East Indians. The major factor 
was the difference in the proportions childless. African women who had 
borne children had borne approximately the same number as the East 
Indians. As one moves downward in the age groups of African women, 
nowever, there is some increase in the proportion who have borne only 
one child, little change in the proportion who have borne two to four, a 
slight decline inthe proportion who have borne seven to ten, and a rapid 
decline in the proportion who have borne eleven or more. 


The dissection of the factors involved in this decline of African 
fertility into those involving the postponement or avoidance of marriage 
and those involving limitation of fertility within marriage is rendered 
difficult by the familial arrangements of the Africans. At no age were 
as many astwo-thirds ofthe women married, and among those married 
common-law status was frequent. The proportions of single were high 
atallages. The relevance of this conjugal structure to fertility is ques- 
tionable, for no category or combination of categories can be assumed 
to represent the de facto married, and no category is limited to those 
removed from the possibility of conception. Instead there are grada- 
tions of fertility from the ever married as the most fertile to the single 
as the least fertile. The proportion of mothers and the average number 
of children per mother is less for common-law unions than for legal mar- 
riages, but the fact or the extent of fertility may be related to the change 
from one type of union to the other. The single apparently include those 
with unions more casual than those recognized as common law, but the 
reproductive performance of these women would indicate either a large 
proportion of durable unions or a large portion of women who form a 
succession of unions. Almost one-third of the single African women 
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aged 20 to 24 were mothers; two-thirds of those aged 45 and above were 
mothers. The number of children born to single African women is not 
available, but Africans were so predominant among the single in the Col- 
ony that the reproductive performance of the single as a whole may be 
assumed to represent that of the African contingent. At each age the 
number ofchildrenbornto women who were single was less than that to 
all women, but the differences consisted largely in the greater preva- 
lence of small families among the single, large families among the to- 
tal. The reproductive experience of the successive cohorts of the single 
indicates the probability of continuing decline from the period when those 
in the seventies were inthe ages of maximum reproduction to the period 
when the women 45 to 49 were in their ages of greatest fertility. 


This resume is indicative of the extraordinary ore that awaits 
demographic working in the Caribbean area. Studies in process and 
studies planned should advance knowledge of the dynamics of fertility 
andits interrelations withthe dynamics of cultures and economies. That 
research which would contribute most abundantly to concise knowledge 
of the behavior of birth rates in differing physical, social, and economic 
situations must extend beyond the Caribbean. The fertility of Indians 
here invites comparison with differential fertility in India. Comparative 
analysis of the fertility of Africans is gradually becoming possible as 
these censuses of the Caribbean coincide with enumerations in Africa. 
Overseas Chinese here canbe contrasted with those in Asia or in Africa. 
Moreover, British Guianais a mainland area of the American continent 
as well as the place of residence of transplanted peoples. The fertility 
of her people thus invites comparison with that in neighboring areas 
where great American Indian populations played major rolesin the de- 
velopment of society and economy. 


Mortality 


From the earliest days of settlement until the second or third 
decade of the twentieth century the population of British Guiana failed 
to reproduce itself. The analysis of the previous sections has indicated 
that within the lifetime of the oldest inhabitants in 1946 the fertility of 
women was high. The imbalance of the sexes consequent on continuing 
immigration contributed somewhat tothe failure of natural increase, but 
it was a relatively minor factor. The major cause of negligible or neg- 
ative naturalincrease was a generally high and widely fluctuating mor- 
tality. The usual hazards of atropical environment, swampy and flood- 
ed areas of residence, grossly inadequate sanitation, polluted water, poor 
housing, malnutrition, and great epidemics were involved. From the 
time of the First World War to the present the trend of mortality has 
been the downward one sotypical of the world's colonial areas, whether 
Asian or Caribbean. There wasthe great peak ofthe influenza epidemic 
of 1918, and there have been lesser peaksin the years of severe malaria, 
but these episodic interruptions of the downward movement have de- 
creased. By 1921-25 the crude death rate had reached 27.7. By 1941- 
45 it was 19.8. During this period the infant death rate had declined 
from 175 per 1,000 live births to 110. 


In February, 1945, the use of DDT was begun in British Guiana. 
Work continued on an experimental basis until the end of 1946. By the 
close of 1947 it was reported that 89 per cent of the population living in 
districts of severe endemic malaria were protected, 70 per cent of the 
total population of the colony. By 1948 it was reported officially that 95 
per cent of the population were protected from malaria, and that air serv- 
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ice to the interior had made it possible to extend this protection to the 
remote Amerindian villages and the mining settlements. 


The use of DDT spraying and the other public and private ac- 
tivities in such fields as vaccination and improved water supplies result- 
ed in rapid declines in mortality. The crude death rate dropped from 
19.8 in 1941-45 to 15.8 in 1946, 14.9 in 1947, 14.5 in 1948, and 13.5 in 
1¥4¥, then rose to 14.9 in 1950. The infant death rate, 110 in 1941-45, 
dropped to 76 in 1949, 86 in 1950. 


The declinein mortality in British Guiana in the last thirty-five 
or forty years has been extraordinary. In 1910-12 the expectation of 
life atbirthfor males in the total population was 29.9; in 1920-22 it was 
33.5; in 1930-31 it was 40.3; in 1945-47 it was 49.3. The chart on the 
front cover indicates the increase in the expectation of life at higher 
ages. The gainin expectation of life at birth for males from 1910-12 to 
1945-47 was 19 years; at 5 years it was 14 years. The gain for males 
aged 30 was 9 years; for males aged 50 it was 4 years. 


The precise values of the crude death rates and the life table 
functions are of course suspect. All the factors that mitigated against 
accuracy in crude birth rates or more refined measures of fertility would 
influence measures of mortality. In the case of mortality, however, it 
is probable that improvements in census enumerations and vital statis- 
tics reporting would produce an artificial increase in rates. Hence it 
may be thatthe actual improvements in mortality are even greater than 
the official mortality data would indicate. 


Population Increase, Present and Future 


The coincidence ofhighfertility and a drastically reduced mor- 
tality is producing high rates of naturalincreasein British Guiana. From 
1947 through 1950 the average annual rate of increase was over 2.9 per 
cent. There are possibilities that the rate may increase. It is probable 
that declines in fertility will be gradual. Mortality remains relatively 
high. Completion of modern water facilities for the cities, BCG vac- 
cination, and other actions now in process may result in further declines 
in mortality. The increase in school age population now constitutes a 
practical problem. The present increases in the population in labor 
force ages and the more rapid increases expected in the future may be 
a source of strength if economic developments continue. 


The spectacular rise in the rate of natural increase of the res- 
ident population occurred during the years when the British Guiana and 
British Honduras Settlement Commission was surveying the capacities 
of the country to absorb migrants, particularly from other areas of the 
Caribbean. The conclusions of the Commission were favorable, but re- 
cent reports of the Development and Welfare Organization, West Indies, 
seem somewhat skeptical of the occurrence of movements of large num- 
bers. The development plans of the Colony, the projects utilizing De- 
velopment and Welfare Funds, and the technical assistance programs em- 
phasize economic production rather than human absorption. In a coun- 
try such as British Guiana, the two may be in conflict, at least in the 
short run. The projects under way involve both a gradual penetration 
toward the interior and mechanized mining, meat processing, and other 
developments in the far interior that utilize air transport. The exten- 
sion of the rice areais being planned through the adaptation of mechan- 








ical cultivation to flooded fields. British Guiana's contribution to the 
welfare of the peoples of the Caribbean may be through the rice she 
grows and the other commodities she produces rather than through the 
direct absorption of people. 


Conclusions 


A reconnaissance exploration of the relations between popula- 
tion, culture, and economy in a peripheral area in the Western Hemi- 
sphere is no firm basis for a critique of the theory of colonial demog- 
raphy as formulated for densely settled and predominantly Asian areas. 
It does indicate the crucial role of social and economic organization, 
cultural pliability, and specific developmental history in the mortality 
and the fertility of the governed peoples. And it suggests an interde- 
pendence of fertility, mortality, and migration in the levels of either 
fertility or mortality actually achieved by a population. It indicates, 
furthermore, that the timing of rates of population increase in relation 
to social and technological levels attained in the area and elsewhere 
may be fully as significant as the rates of increase themselves. 


The peopling of British Guiana, in so far as it occurred, was 
related to the hazards of the physical environment at the existing tech- 
nical levels. It was not explainablein terms of facts of geography, soils, 
and water levels. Population and labor force grew or failed to grow in 
response to four factors in which the influences of area, culture, and 
history were intermingled. The first was the plantation organization 
of production, social structure, and residential propinquity. The second 
was the inadequacy and lack of acceptability of the indigenous people as 
a source of labor. The third was the early importation of Africans as 
slave labor under conditions that fragmented culture and disorganized 
individuals, and the later importation of East Indians as indentured la- 
bor under conditions that preserved culture and insulated individuals 
from social change. The fourth was a balance of deaths and births that 
prevented the perpetuation ofa labor force once procured. The absence 
of the great migrations of free men that could have peopled the empty 
areas was related to the institutional arrangements for economic ex- 
ploitation and the enhanced health hazards as well as to the limitations 
of land and the irrationalities of water distribution. 


Declining mortality was not an early by-product of colonial oc- 
cupation and economic development in British Guiana as it apparently 
was in some Far Eastern areas. This aspect of the demographic -eco- 
nomic relationship meritsincisive analysis for the earlier centuries of 
economic penetration in Asian areas. In Guiana slavery and indenture 
permitted the acquisition of an expendable labor supply that could not 
be procured through the labor of an indigenous population or the volun- 
tary migrations of free men. The use of compulsion, overt or concealed, 
in the creation and maintenance of the labor force for economic develop- 
mentis not alone a phenomenon of past centuries and isolated areas. It 
may be related directly to the levels of mortality and the rates of pop- 
ulation increase in vast areas now subject to compulsory development. 


The persistence of the reproductive mores and the maintenance 
of fertility levels during the era of colonial development may be con- 
comitants of a particular type of colonial development rather than char- 
acteristics of the process in general. The institutional structures and 
the attitudes surrounding women and children apparently survived rela-

tively intact among the East Indians in British Guiana. The major mod- 
ifications in reproductive performance were related to the pressures of 
migration and the changing levels of mortality. Cultural freedom, the 
transition from migrant to settled status, and lessening mortality per- 
mitted a wider realization of the ideal life cycle of the people and prob- 
ably some increase in fertility. Among the Africans, on the other hand, 
the cultural and individual disorganization of slavery created a freedom 
in family relationships that appears to have been conducive to a relatively 
early decline in fertility. These are specific situations in particular 
cultural groupsinone area. They are not generalizations, but they sug- 
gest the need for extensive analysis prior to generalization. 


Finally, the experience of British Guiana indicates that the high 
rates of natural increase that have followed the use of DDT and modern 
health procedures to reduce mortality have ne universal implications for 
society or economy. If population is already overabundant for the exist- 
ing economy, levels of living are low, and fertility is high, the population 
problem may be acute. If population is sparse for the existing economy 
and great resources await development, a healthy and increasing pop- 
ulation may permit and stimulate economic development that would 
otherwise be handicapped. In the one instance the reduced mortality 
may depress levels of living or retard their increase and so lessen the 
social stimulation to fertility reduction. In the other instance the reduced 
mortality may be part of aforward movement that involves rising levels 
of living, increasing educational attainments, upward occupational mo- 
bility, and extended urbanization. The precipitant decline in mortality 
may thus indirectly stimulate a rapid decline in fertility. The cumulat- 
ing experience of various areas will soon permit a research approach 
to this problem of the correlates of reduced mortality. 
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MISCELLANEOUS The Facts of Life from Birth to Death has been 
ITEMS prepared as an" Information Please’ in the fields 
of health and demography by LouisI. Dubiin in col- 
laboration with Mortimer Spiegelman (New York, The Macmillan Com- 
pany, 1951, x, 461 pp.). The question-and-answer technique is utilized 
to provide a ready reference source for the intellectually curious and 
those professionally concerned with the health and welfare of the Amer- 
ican people. The first five chapters establish the demographic base: 
the population, the pattern of reproduction, the pattern of marriage, 
the average American family, and marital dissolution. Chapters VI- 
XXV consider the sick and their care, mortality in general, specific dis- 
eases, old age, accidents, suicide and homicide, mental health, body 
build, public health, length of life, and the effects of war. There are 
selected references for the various chapters and a detailed index. The 
book reached the Editors too late for inclusion in the current bibliography 
of the Index; a detailed citation will be given in the April issue. 








Because of its importance to persons planning analogous studies 
of the 1950 census data, attention is also called to Warren S. Thomp- 
son's Migration within Ohio, 1935-40: A Study inthe Re-Distribution 
of Population, which was issued after the bibliography for this number 
of the Index was closed. The analysisis based on data relating to place 
of residence in 1935 as collected by the 1940 census. Part I deals with 
"Streams of migration" and Part II with the "Characteristics of intra- 
state migrants.’ The former distinguishes metropolitan and non-metro- 
volitan subregions, and analyzes the migration within and between the 
subregions of each type. The section on ''Characteristics' contains 
eight chapters devoted to sex, age, marital status, educational status, 
employment status and occupational distribution, and wage or salary in- 
come. There are 232 tables, figures, and maps. The book is published 
in photo-offset edition by the Scripps Foundation for Research in Popu- 
lation Problems, Miami University, Oxford, Ohio, 1951, ix, 227 pp. An 
abstract will appear in the April issue. 








Two developments in India may be added as footnotes to the lead- 
ing item of the October issue of the Index. One is that the current atti- 
tude of the Government of India on population questions is set forth in 
The First Five Year Plan. A Draft Outline by the Government Planning 
Commission. (The volume is abstracted under Title 483 of this issue.) 
The other is to note that in August the World Health Organization re- 
ceived a request from the Indian Government for aid in "population stud- 
ies. 





The World Health Organization was asked to obtain: 1. The serv- 
ices of a consultant to visit India for one month to advise on "feasible 
measures for family planning as a means of population control." This 
was subsequently modified to read"'an experimentin the rhythm method 
of birth control." 2. Twofield workers for the period of one year to ad- 
vise the Government incarrying outa survey and experimentin the field 
of family planning. In a letter from the Under-Secretary of State of the 
Government of India to the Regional Office of the World Health Organiza- 
tion, it was stated that the survey and experiment would refer to rhythmic 
birth control and that the seat would be Delhi. 


It was later requested that the consultant for the short period 
should be Dr. Abraham Stone. Dr. Stone left New York on October 21, 
1951,and proceeded to India via Paris and Geneva, where he had dis- 
cussions with United Nations and World Health Organization Staffmem- 
bers. Subsequently, the Government of India requested an extension of 








Dr. Stone's stay to December 15, 1951, and the Government of Ceylon 
requested and obtained his services to advise them on "population stud- 
ies'' for a minimum of one week after his leaving India. 


The Government of Ceylon also requested of the United Nations 
and obtained the services of P. K. Whelpton, Director of the United Na- 
tions Population Division, for the same period to advise on the same 
question.
